HOLY COMMUNION ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH 


Holy Communion Church was organized on Sep- 
Pa wad 4, 1898, by Dr. C. K. Lippard. The official 
title was, ‘“The First English Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of the Holy Communion.” It was the first 
church in the city of Racine to offer an opportunity 
‘to worship according to the Lutheran faith in the 
English Language. It met in the YMCA building. 
The first pastor was Rev. G. Franklin Gehr who was 
installed on July 1, 1900. Under his direction the 
first church building was erected at 10th and Wash- 
ington Streets being dedicated April 21, 1902. 
Rev. Gehr resigned October 16, 1904, and was succeeded by Rev. 


William Eckert who was installed on April 11, 1905. Under his 


leadership the church became self supporting and he was also instru- 
mental in organizing Atonement Church with a charter membership of 


120. Rev. Eckert served until 1912 when he was called to become 
general yore yy 4 of Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary.

Rev. John Fedders was installed as pastor Nov. 10, 1912, and 
— until 1918 when he left to become a chaplain in the U. S. Navy. 

v. George W. Genszler became the pastor on February 1, 1919, and 
reed until his death on March 4, 1940. Under his leadership the 
present property was purchased and the beautiful Gothic C arch 
was erected. It was dedicated Feb. 17, 1929 

At present the church is served by Rev. Kenneth A. Hurst who was 
installed September 15, 1940. Sister Vernetta Kunkel is Parish deaconess 


having been installed February, 1948. Virginia Roberts is Parish Secre- ; 


tary having served since May, 1940.

The State of the Church 


The trend toward larger congregations has become noticeable in recent years. In 
1941 the average congregation numbered 446 confirmed and 358 communing members. 
In 1951 these averages had risen to 501 confirmed and 408 communing members. 
Part of the explanation is to be found in the provision that a minimum of fifty 
confirmed members must be obtained to gain mission status with the ULCA Board of 
American Missions. Further, our congregations are increasing in age. The average age 
of a Northwest Synod congregation is now 30 years. We believe that along with age 
_ oe stability as well as a: better developed practice of evangelism by the whole 

urch. 

To those congregations that tend to become too large (and there is a danger involved) 
we commend the policy of sharing far-away members with sister congregations; or 


_ the fostering of nearby mission churches. 


Synod’s enviable position in the conan of money whereby a considerable 
overpayment on ULCA apportionment could be made in 1950, should be greeted with 
modest praise and humble thanks. Our long history of ‘‘grace giving’’ will stand us 
in good stead if we are tempted to be satisfied with mere minimum amounts for any 
cause to which we are committed. Synod’s established methods of pledging according to 
God's blessings, and the transmission of general fund benevolence to the treasurer of 
Synod each month should find no exceptions among us. There seems to be evidence, 
however, that exceptions are made here and there. How else is it possible for Synod’s 
income to be so exceptionally large in the last month of the year? Two other explana- 
tions might account for this. One, the members give most generously in December. 
Two, the congregations transfer funds out of current into benevolence accounts. The 
financial position of Synod is most secure and solid when payments are made regularly 
throughout the year. If a trend toward spasmodic giving is in evidence, it is our duty to 
guide it into the better way of systematic evenness. If there is a trend to devote unused 
current funds to the benevolent causes of the Church it is our duty to praise and 
encourage it. | | 

Synodical Staff: The Rev. Paul L. Graf resigned as Stewardship Secretary in 
August, 1950, to accept the call to the pastorate of Holy Trinity Church, Minneapolis. 
He was replaced, by call of the Executive Committee, by the Rev. George McCreary. 
Pastor McCreary entered the Stewardship office in November. . . . Miss Alice Witt 
began work as secretary in the Stewardship office on January 1, 1951... . Field 
Missionaries Shelhart and Hansen have continued their activities throughout the year. 
Each comes to this convention with a newly organized church. . . . Miss Blakely 
continues her valuable service in the president's office and for the Seminary. 

Pensions: The contributory Pensicn Plan is being used by more and more pastors 


and congregations.. Where it is understood it finds ready acceptance by congregations.

Meetings of the three conferences were held as usual during the year. The secretary 
of the Synod is required to report to the annual convention of the Synod all matters 
decided upon by conferences that affect the life or structure of the Synod and begs to 
report as follows: 

The Central Conference at its meeting on September 13 and 14, 1950, held a forum 
on Youth and Christian Education as requested by action of the Synod (see 1950 
minutes, page 62). At the same meeting the conference adopted the following resolution: 

‘Inasmuch as the urgency of the times requires renewed impetus of evangelism in 
American and Foreign Missions be it resolved, that we request the Northwest Synod 
to memorialize the United Lutheran Church in America to promote a program of 
emphasis involving the recruiting of missionaries and funds toward this goal.”’ 


From the Western Conference comes the following memorial to Synod: ‘“The Western 


Conference memorializes the Synod of the Northwest to establish a system of electing 
delegates to the conventions of the United Lutheran Church in America whereby each 
conference is represented by at least one lay and one clergy delegate.”’ 

The Wisconsin Conference at its meeting on September 18 and 19, 1950, after 
discussion on the matter of Youth and Christian Education adopted the motion ‘‘that 
the Wisconsin Conference does not favor the calling of a Youth and Christian Education 
Secretary.’’

We have examined the accounting records of your Treasurer, Mr. Walter O. Helwig, 
for the year 1950 and submit herewith our report acteeing the following attached 
statements:

The financial transactions of January 16, 1950 to January 15, 1951 both inclusive, 
with one exception, have been included in the accounts and in this report, as pertaining 
to the year 1950. The exception consists of salary disbursements for the first half 
of January, 1951, paid before the closing date, amounting to $1,308.60. 


All cash coming into the hands of the Treasurer during the year was recorded and 
accounted for and all disbursements were made by proper authorization for the — 


purposes stated in this report. The bank account at the close of the period was verified 
by reconciliation with the statement submitted by your depository and by direct 
correspondence. 

All of the available documents representing loans from the various funds were 
presented for our inspection. Documents which were not available for inspection are 
noted in Schedule 1. 

We also inspected the available documents representing Synod real estate and buildings. 
The title to the Lake of the Isles property was in process of being transferred to the 
congregation at the time of our examination. We were informed by your president 
that the congregation has already executed agreements with the Board of American 
Missicns to assume the first and second mortgages totaling $8,625.00. The Synod’s 
equity in the Lake of the Isles property after the congregation assumes the mortgages 
amounts to $2,015.56 and is to be secured by a note from the congregation. A 


receipt from the Synod’s attorney. for the documents relating to the Lake of the Isles 


property was on file. All documents relating to other Synod property were on hand 
and found in order. 

During the year the executive committee made a grant of $1,000.00 to the 
Bethlehem, Billings, congregation, contingent on payment of $600.00 before December 
31, 1950 and ten monthly installments of $100.00 each on buildings which Synod 
owns. When the congregation’s equity amounts to $2,600.00 title to these buildings 


will be transferred to the congregation. Upon direction of your treasurer the Synod’s 


grant was charged to Synodical home missions. 

United States savings bonds, Series “‘F,’’ as listed in Schedule 2 were examined by 
us and found in order. The redemption value increased by $327.53 resulting in a total 
redemption value of $13,942.80 

The Hugo O. P. Franke Student Aid Fund assets consisting of 1,466 shares of 
Froedtert Grain and Malting Company common stock was also inspected and found 


in order. During the year the Synod received $1,277.50 from the Northwestern 
Lutheran Theological Seminary’s Maurice C. Brown Student Aid Fund to be expended > 


for student aid. This amount together with the income from the Franke Student Aid 
Fund amounting to $1,805.45 was credited to the ministerial education budget account 
and expenditures from that account were considered to be expended from the income 
of the two student aid funds so far as they reached so that the overage in the account 
at the close of the year was closed out as a budget overage. 
We have included in Exhibit “‘A”’ the net worth of the Stewardship Committee's 
“Devotional Booklet. Department’ at December 31, 1950 amounting to $10,508.09 as 
stated in the audit report of R. A. Strand, Minneapolis. The excess of the receipts over 
the disbursements made by the Synod treasurer to January 15, 1951 amounting to 
$325.95 was added to the fund balance resulting in a final balance at January 15, 1951 
of $10,834.04. 
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The general fund surplus was increased by $14,316.11 resulting from transfers from 
the reserve for debt retirement amounting to $13,500.00 and by the increase in the 
redemption value of the United States savings bonds held by Synod and by the un- 
expended portion of delegates travel expenses to the Synod convention. 

In accordance with a directive of the executive committee dated February 26, 1951 
all unexpended balances in the general budget appropriations were to be credited to the 
reserve for debt retirement. This resulted in a net credit to the reserve for debt preapent 
of $9,687.23. 

An analysis of the changes in all of the various fund balances is presented in

Pastor Marele R. Moll presented the 
REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 


The year 1950 has been a fruitful one throughout the Synod of the Northwest. 
It is true that there is considerable variation in progress when considered on a local 
basis, nevertheless, the Synod moves steadily forward. The year 1950 has been a 
milestone in our history. It will be remembered as the year when Synod passed the 
100,000 mark in Baptized Membership. Consistent gains have been made in all 
_ departments of church life, with the exception of Weekday Schools and Children of 
the Church. 

The sharp reduction from over 6,000 to around 2,500 in our listings on Nursery 
Roll is not consistent with the number of children received by baptism, but would 
indicate, more probably, a rather indifferent reporting of our Nursery Rolls. 

Special Benevolence has almost doubled, and at the same time Regular Benevolence 
giving on our grace system has moved upward. During the year, larger gifts were 
received for every cause, save American Missions. It is interesting to note a decrease — 
in congregational expense accompanying this increased emphasis upon the needful 
work of the church. 

Attendance of our young people at institutions of higher learning has remained | 
about the same as the previous year, but it is most encouraging to note an increase 
from 29 to 54 in the number preparing to share our labor of love in the ministry. 

A word of appreciation is in order for the pastors who have submitted promptly 
their annual reports. In some few instances minor corrections were made on your 
reports and notes mailed to you telling you of the changes. Others arrived so long after 
the deadline, January 31, that it was impossible to write personal notes to eath in 
regard to corrections. 

You should all know that it was necessary to separate the amounts of our combined 
appeal. CHEYA funds were entered under Education—-L.W.A. under Other Benevolence. 
In many instances, adjustments were made to keep the reports uniform; so do not 
be surprised if the figures printed in the Minutes of Synod vary from those you 
reported. This will be true in your report next year too. It was helpful when you 
attached notes indicating how you had reported these amounts. 

If in doubt on any point in the report, always send a note giving the ‘facts in 
the case and we will help you work out the proper solution. It is quite apparent that 
some of you are in doubt about the proper use of the new rubrics for adjustment of 
the roll. Remember that it is~necessary to start with the figures printed in last 
years minutes, whether or not you may consider them correct. Adjustments must 
be made by use of entries under ‘‘Accessions by Restoration,’ and “‘Losses Otherwise’’ 


to account for discrepancies and bring the final result into agreement with your 


present count. 
It is a pleasure to report that practically all of our pastors have endeavored to prepare 


accurate reports. As Dr. Reinartz has pointed out, this is of vital importance. Great

‘Mose Executive Committee held four meetings during the year as required by the 
constitution of Synod. 
Phe Rev. Paul L. Graf resigned his office as Stewardship Secretary, effective August 
15,1950, to become pastor of Holy Trinity Church, Minneapolis. The Executive 
Committee accepted Pastor Graf's resignation with an expression of appreciation for 
the leadership which he had given.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
HOME MISSIONS 


True to the tradition of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, 
the 60th year in the life of the Synod shows progress in its home mission effort. 
At the beginning of this convention 33 congregations in 29 parishes have mission 
status with the Board of American Missions. In addition three congregations in two 
parishes receive synodical aid. At the close of this convention there should be 35 © 
congregations with mission status. This is 25%, and is an indication of the vigor 
and vision of our 60 year old Synod. | | 


The Staff 


The Rev. D. H. Shelhart and the Rev. Rodney V. Hansen constitute the field force 
of our Synod. Their salaries and necessary expenses are paid by Synod. Each of them 
comes to this convention bringing an organized congregation. | 

Beginning on June 1 the staff will be increased by the addition of two ‘mission 
organizers of the Board of American Missions. Candidate Warren Thompson has been 
called by the Board of American Missions to organize a congregation in Minot, N. D. 


- Candidate Emerson Jury has been called by the Board of American Missions to organize 


a congregation in Appleton, Wis. Salaries and house rents for these two men will be 
provided by the Board of American Missions. The Synod will be responsible for — 
providing a meeting place for each congregation. The use of Board missionaries is, 
to my knowledge, a new departure for our Synod. It is a common practice among 
many of the synods.

Mission Status 


Calvary, Cahill Road, Edina, has been a preaching point connected with St. Andrew's 
Church, Minneapolis, since 1938. A survey of the territory indicated that this con- 


gregation of almost 100 members should develop over a period of years into a self 


supporting church. Application was made to the Board of American Missions for 
mission status. The application was granted and the congregation has extended a call 
to a student candidate. 


Future Fields 


A cooperative relationship is maintained by the National Lutheran Council churches 
by way of four regional committees. Synod is represented on the Madison Regional 
Committee by Pastor Streich and Dr. Zinck; on the Minnesota Regional Committee 
by Dr. Downing and Pastor Bishop; on the Fargo Regional Committee by Pastors 
Kindem and Gable; on the Montana Committee by Pastors Clement and Shannon.

General Items

At the 1950 convention of Synod two amendments to the constitution of the 
Synod were proposed and were properly presented (see 1950 minutes, page 24 and 
69). Your Committee on Constitution therefore presents for action by the 1951 
convention the following resolutions: 
oman that Article VI, Section 6 of the Constitution be amended to read as 
ollows: 


6. The officers are empowered to receive, hold, sign and convey for the Synod 
all deeds, bonds or other legal documents as the Synod may direct. The officers 
are empowered upon the authority granted by the executive committee to borrow 

money but shall limit Synod’s indebtedness, actual or contingent, to a total 
sum of not to exceed $60,000. Synod may empower the officers to borrow 
sone me excess of such total indebtedness. The president shall be the custodian 
of the seal. 


(Article VI, Section 6 of the constitution was amended in 1944, and now reads: 
‘‘The officers are empowered to receive, hold, sign and convey for the Synod all deeds, 
bonds or other legal documents as the Synod may direct. The officers are empowered 
upon the authority granted by the Synod or by the executive committee to borrow 
money, but shall limit its indebtedness, actual or contingent, to a total sum of not to 
exceed fifty thousand dollars [$50,000]. In the event of a temporary shortage in the 
current income the Synod may borrow an additional sum not to exceed five thousand 
dollars [$5,000]. The president shall be the custodian of the seal.’’) | 
II. Be it resolved that Article VII, Section 1 of the constitution of the Synod of the 
Northwest be amended by the addition of a fourth paragraph to read: 

Lay members of the executive committee shall have a voice and a vote in the 
meetings of the Synod. |

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SOCIAL MISSIONS 


Yous committee is conscious of an increasing interest on the part of the constituency 
of the Church in the beneficent functions of the Church. Gradually we are waking 
to the fully Christian view that the proper interests of the Christian community lie in 
the needs of the complete personality, not merely in the spiritual necessities of the 
soul. We must never lose sight of the fact that bodily and mental as well as spiritual 
needs elicited the sympathetic response of Christ. 

Our report for the past year shows the urgency for this increase in interest in the 
work of social missions. The leaders in our various mission agencies throughout the 
Synod of the Northwest report that the calls from our people for social services have 
increased fifteen to forty per cent. As inflation proceeds, the call for sharp increases 
in benevolent giving is thoroughly understandable. It is our hope that the total social — 

: missions giving may rise so as to average not less than one dollar per confirmed member. — 
A vital stimulus thus would reach not only the agencies concerned but the givers as well. 
“ ‘““Where your treasure is, there is your heart also.’’ 
| Two homes for the aged have the active support of the Wisconsin Conference of our 
_ Synod. They are located at Fond du Lac and Oconomowoc. The Nachusa Orphanage 
/- ig recognized in our budget for the amount of $507.00. 

The Lutheran Welfare Societies of Wisconsin, Minnesota, and North Dakota, and 
the Lutheran Welfare Association of Montana are the recognized intersynodical agencies 
which carry on our services for children, DP’s, unmarried mothers and chaplaincy 
training. A few statistics of a general nature may be instructive. 

Our intersynodical welfare agencies had a combined budget for last year of almost 
a million dollars. During the year some 1,500 children were cared for, approximately 
300 of them placed in adoptive homes. 300 unwed mothers were cared for in Wisconsin 
and ee alone. Increasing demands in all these services challenge our Christian 
sympathy | 

One of the most admirable services performed by the Lutheran Church in the 
social area has been the resettlement of DP’s throughout our area. Within the past 
year 1,161 persons have been brought from the concentration camps and introduced 
to American life in Wisconsin and Minnesota. Many irksome problems have arisen 
in this work, some tragic experiences have been suffered. No greater service of the 
Church, however, has been offered to justify our claim that we are our brothers’ — 
keepers. The community of Christ’s own people transcends all geographical boundaries — 
and outreaches all racial lines. The prayer of Christ “that they may be one” is a 
bit more meaningful to us because of our DP experiences. 

Since the original DP Act of 1948 was recently revised, Resettlement Service is 
faced with a new challenge. Among the more than 50,000 refugees of German ethnic 
origin are some 20,000 Lutherans for whose settlement in the United States the National 
Lutheran Council now becomes responsible. The dossier plan, used in covering the last 
of the displaced persons, will be used in the execution of this service. We earnestly 
enjoin upon our churches in our a area the meeting of their responsibilities in 
this work. 

May the Lord of the Church use us. and all our resources to the end that His 
gracious ministry to the sick, the sorrowing, and the destitute may not fail in this 
hour of the world’s need.

Your Stewardship Secretary was called to the office that he now occupies on 
September 25, 1950. He began his ministry by taking part in the congregational 
rere meetings at Calvary Church, Antigo, and St. John's Church, Polar, November 
14-16, 1950. 

Between November 14, 1950 and May l, 1951, the Sstirdehip Secretary has 
carried on his ministry and done the following things: visited 45 congregations, 46 
pastors, and attended 3 Church council meetings; preached 21 sermons, delivered 34 
addresses to adult groups and spoken to 2 Sunday school groups; conducted 3 regular 
services, 3 communion services, made 6 sick calls and administered private communion 
14 times; attended 2 pre-Lenten retreats, 5 conferences, 23 committee meetings, 3 
ministerial meetings, and 1 preaching mission workshop; conducted 1 installation 
service, 1 confirmation service and 1 congregational meeting; served as chaplain at 
1 university ashram, visited 5 colleges and seminaries, and taught 8 on classes ; 
and made contact with 42 prospective seminary students 


CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION YEAR APPEAL [CHEYA) 


This great cause was given a good start under the direction of the Rev. Paul L. Graf 
while he occupied the office of Stewardship Secretary. Pastor Graf resigned as Stewardship 
Secretary on August 15, 1950. Pastor McCreary began his ministry on November 14, 
1950, and immediately took over this work. On February 26, 1951, the mate 
responsibility for CHEYA was placed upon Pastor McCreary’s shoulders. 
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1951 ANNIVERSARY LAY EVANGELISM PROGRAM 
The Synod of the Northwest is sixty years old. As we planned long ago, we are 


observing this anniversary with the launching of a great Lay Evangelism Program. 


The Rev. Paul L. Graf resigned from the office of Stewardship Secretary on August 15, 
1950, to become the successor of the Rev. Carl H. Bartsch, D.D., pastor of Holy 
Trinity Church, Minneapolis, until his death on April 10, 1950. We believe that no 
human being could have done a better and a more zealous job of starting the Lay 
Evangelism Program than that done so masterfully by Pastor Graf, whose term as 
Director of the Lay Evangelism Program continues until this convention of Synod. 

As plans for the visitation had all been made, the Executive Board decided at its 
December meeting that Pastor McCreary should visit or establish contact with all 
of our 136 congregations during January and February to insure that everything 
had been done to adequately carry out the program. 

Traveling by train and by car your secretary averaged about ten thousand miles a 
month during January and February i in his efforts to,make the final preparations for the 
visitation. It was a great experience to carry on this work through the worst winter 
the northwest ever experienced. Great snow storms, wind ‘storms, icy roads, fog, 
temperatures down to forty degrees below zero—and the work went on according to 
schedule 1 in almost every parish. 


MEN FOR THE MINISTRY 


‘Ons of the tasks assigned to the Stewardship Secretary is to encourage young men 


to enter the ministry of the United Evangelical Lutheran Church, 

In carrying on this part of the work a delegation of six of our students spent two 
days of their Easter vacaticn interviewing students at Thiel College. The seminary 
choir went to Carthage College and sang at the morning chapel service there on 
February 23. 

Open house was held at the seminary over the week-end of April 15. There were 
13 students from Carthage, 10 from Thiel, 2 from Lawrence, and 1 from the 
University of Minnesota in the group of visitors. They were provided with rooms 
in the seminary dormitories, given their meals at Stump Hall and entertained by 
students of the seminary. Friday evening the visiting students attended the choir 
concert at Reformation Church, St. Paul. Saturday at noon they were the guests of the 
seminary at a luncheon attended by the faculty, seminary students and visiting pastors. 

A constantly revised list of prospective seminary students is kept in the Stewardship 
Secretary's office. All the men on this list receive copies of the seminary catalogue and 
the seminary bulletin, the synodical bulletin, the student quarterly, the booklets of 
daily devotions, special letters and other items sent out to help to acquaint them 
with the seminary and its work. All pastors and laymen are urged to send the names 
of prospective seminary students and the names of young women interested in full-time 
Christian service to the Stewardship Secretary's office. 


“THE NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN"

The Committee on Youth and Parish Education met twice throughout the past year, 
October 12, 1950 and January 18, 1951. Dr. S. W. Rhyne, Executive Secretary of the 
Parish and Church School Board of the United Lutheran Church, was present at both 
of these meetings and led the committee in a fresh appraisal of the work that this 
committee has to do. He gave us a helpful picture of what other Synodical Committees 
were doing throughout the United Lutheran Church. In the absence of a full time 
secretary, the committee sought to analyze what work it could do that would be of 
greatest assistance to the Synod of the Northwest. 

Realizing that it could not do its job well if it attempead to touch on all of the 
phases of Parish Education, it sought to find the phases that were in need of the most 
urgent consideration. In the minds of the members the most important consideration 


at the present time seemed to be adult leadership. With that in mind, the committee . 


assigned special studies to its respective members to report on at later meetings. It was 
hoped that the results of these studies could be made available to the Churches of the 
Synod through the medium of a Parish Education Committee letter. 

At the second meeting of the committee, the following decisions were reached as a 

result of studies that had been made: 

1, Material in all phases of youth leadership is plentiful and the quality is excellent. 

2. The effective use of material, however, is dependent upon capable leadership. 

3. This committee should concentrate its efforts on providing training for leaders in 
Sunday School, Luther League, Confirmation, and Adult Instruction. Therefore, the 
committee took the following steps: 
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A. Promoted youth leadership training in the summer Bible Camps of the Synod. 

B. Arranged an itinerary for The Rev. George B. Ammon for a series of ‘Parents 
and Teachers Clinics’’ to be held throughout the Synod from September 9 through 
October |. 

C. Recommended to the Executive Committee of the Synod, the purchase of two 
new Leadership Education Audio-Visual kits. These new audio-visual resources were 
produced co-operatively by the Protestant denominations in America, and it is hoped 
that the Stewardship office will be able to handle them along with its own audio-visual 
aid work. 

In conclusion, let it be stated that the committee is fully conscious of the tremendous 
magnitude of its task. We have only been able to touch the surface. It feels strongly, 
more so now than ever before, that two full time secretaries, one for the Central and 
Western conferences and one for the Wisconsin conference, is the great need to do the 
job adequately. The education of the youth of our church should be our foremost 
concern. It is the belief of this committee that it is as important as any of the other — 
phases of church work. :

wor 

Eighty-eight students enrolled in our seminary during September 1950. Since that 
time two more have come to us, making a total of 90 in attendance this school year. 
This is the largest student body in our history, which places us third in point of 
numbers among our U.L.C.A. seminaries. 

‘Twenty- eight will graduate May 10. This is the largest senior class in our thirty-one 
years of operation. At this time nearly all of these men have been called to fields of labor 
and by the time you read this all will have been placed. More men for the ministry is 
still the need of the Church.

St. John’s, Minneapolis, has invited us to hold commencement services in their 
beautiful church. The sermon to the graduates will be preached by Dr. G. L. Himmel- 
man, President of Pittsburgh Synod, May 6, at 8:00 p.m., and the commencement 
address will be given by Dr. Joseph Sittler, Jr., May 10, at 8:00 p.m. 

A successful Convocation was held in January with Rev. A. R. Kretzmann of Chicago, 
Professors George Hall and George W. Forell of Gustavus Adolphus College, Dr. Umhau 
Wolf and Dr. C. S. Norborg of Chicago, Dr. S. H. Swanson and Rev. Wm. Larson 
of Minneapolis, our own Field Missionary Shelhart and Dr. H. A. Preus of Luther 
as lecturers. 

Three Church leaders from Germany, one from India, one from Batak, and our 
own Douglas Erickson from China have spoken to us at our chapel services. 

Our Seminary Choir has had another successful tour through many churches and has 
been received gladly. Their wonderful singing has done much to increase love and 
devotion to our seminary. Much credit is due Eden Nicholas, the student who has 
directed the choir for the past two years, for bringing the organization to its present 
position of excellence. Stewardship Secretary, Pastor George B. McCreary, went with 
the choir and Presented the cause of the seminary and the plea for men for the ministry. 
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Special lectures were given during the year, Reformation Day by Dr. H. A. Preus, 
on Church Polity by Dr. Paul Bishop, on Stewardship by Mr. J. K. Jensen, on 
Evangelism and Stewardship by Pastor George B. McCreary, on Social Missions by 
Pastors Whiting and Norstad, and on Religious Journalism by Mr. Hjalmar Bjornson. 

The faculty voted to ask the Board to allocate the sum of $3,000.00 per year for 
needed books for the library. This will be necessary to the holding cf our status of 
accreditation with the American Association of Theological Seminaries. 

Thirty-five ccllege men, delegations from Thiel, Carthage, St. Olaf, Guauees 
Adolphus, Lawrence, and local universities and colleges, were entertained over the 

week-end cf April 14. Arrangements were made by Pastor McCreary and a preview 
to seminary life was presented to these prospective ministerial students. 

During the school year we have received three checks from CHEYA which total 


$71,223.77. As rapidly as the CHEYA pledges of the people of our Synod are paid, | 


we shall receive the share coming to us.

There is some question in our minds as to the necessity of continuing your Committee 
on Lutheran Students in Non-Lutheran institutions. How can we carry out the purposes 
for which this committee was originally established? 
| we respensibility for a ministry to students on behalf of bodies of the National 
Luthtran Council has been vested in the Division of Student Service of the Council. 
In 1945 the United Lutheran Church in America transferred its responsibility—the 
actual transfer becoming effective July 1, 1946. The ministry to students is now a 
permanent part of the wor! of the Council. | 

The function of the lL on of Student Service is described in Article IX, Section 5, 
of the Council’s By-la\.; s follows: “‘to conserve the faith, to develop the loyalty, 
and to cultivate the spiritual life of Lutheran students in both Lutheran and non- 
Lutheran educaticnal institutions; to win students for Christ and His Church; to 
discover, to develop, and to direct future leaders of the Church.’’ 


The major objective of student service is campus evangelism. Student service exists 


to bring the Gospel into the college and university world. It is not enough to “‘hold’’ 
for Christ those students who bear the name Lutheran. Our responsibility is to bring 
others on the campus to a living relationship with Christ. An effective ministry to 
students on the part of pastors and counselor ought to reflect the following emphases: 
Preaching (the proclamation of the Word), Teaching (interpreting the Word), 
Counseling or helping the —_ to a solution of problems, calling or seeking out 
the student to set before him the Call of the Kingdom, and Recruiting (enlisting 
students for service to Christ). 

We are grateful to the many pastors of our Synod who, having congregations near 
‘schools of learning, endeavor to minister to the students in these institutions. 
Your committee will be indeed grateful for suggestions of ways in which, under 
‘the present set-up, we can the better 4 serve our Synod.

- Pastor William P. Gerberding presented the 
REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSION: COMMITTEE 


We again wish to thank all congregations and pastors for their support of this 
fundamental task of the Church. We rejoice that our Synod has given so generously | 
to the regular budget of the United Lutheran Church, a large part of which goes to 
support Foreign Missions. 

Beside regular Benevolence, 28 congregations contributed $8,914.00 for “Specials” 
ranging from $10.00 to $1,800.00. We reported last year that five congregations 
had assumed $600.00 partial support for Pastor Lindemann in Liberia. The sixth 
was in Seattle, but has been cancelled. St. Mark’s, Fargo, has assumed $300.00. Who 
will assume the balance so that it may be one hundred per cent in our Synod? We 
feel that under this plan every one of our Synod Missionaries could be supported 
entirely by ourselves. St. John’s, Oshkosh, has contributed $2,000.00 to a hostel in 
Yeleshwaram, India. 

We regret that there have been three resignations to our Board from this Synod 
within the year: Pastors Flora of Liberia, Guequierre of Argentina and Mosling of 
India. Pastor Douglas Erickson has also returned from China for an indefinite period: 
we commended his stand last year. We now have only three ordained men on the field, 
Pastors Wicklund in India and Lewis in Liberia. Two women remain, Myrtle Onsrud in 
India and Hazel Biederbeck in Tanganyika. Of course Dr. Edwin Moll continues his 
magnificent work in Palestine. However, we are happy to report that two of our men 
have been called within the year: Pastor Wylock Scott to British Guiana, and Seminary 
graduate Louis L’Heureux to Japan. We wish them God’s blessing in their new 
endeavor. We pray that the number from this Synod may soon be increased greatly. 
We are also happy to report that we have had inquiries from other students, as well 
as from young women in several parishes. 

The Epiphany Appeal this year was for a new Phebe Hospital in Liberia. The 
results have been quite gratifying. However, of 136 congregations in Synod, only 58 
requested the materials for sponsoring this Appeal. We contributed $1,688.00. We feel 
that the material was of an exceptionally high order. There are some picture folders and 
records of ‘““Your Liberia Doctor Speaking’”’ still available, which may be used in 
Vacation Church Schools anid Sunday Schools which have not yet made use of it. 

Our Audio-visual program is expanding. There are now fine color sound films 
concerning most of our fields. The latest on India is excellent. One on our work in 
Argentina will be ready soon. Additional slide sets are being added. We urge a greater 
use of all these Aids. 

It may be noted that we have two of our fine National women studying at the 
University of Minnesota, Miss Mary Sung of China, and Mrs. Mae Keller of Liberia, 
both graduate nurses of our hospitals the same year. They both make a fine appeal in 
presentations. 

This report would not be complete without grateful recognition of the consecrated 
work of the Women’s Missionary Society, which contributes about half as much to 
the Board as does the Church. 

The work goes on well with God's blessings in five of our fields. However, China 
is a big question mark. The Rev. Paul Mackensen and Miss Clara Sullivan remain 
in Tsingtao; the Rev. Charles H. Reinbrecht in Hong — The Manifesto of the 
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Lutheran Church in China has received wide publicity. So all we can do is to increase 
our faith that the Gospel will do its certain work in that unfortunate land. We have 
90,000 Lutherans representing 16 Synods in China. The delegates who signed the 
Manifesto were not regularly elected as representatives of their Synods, but were in most A 
cases appointed by men sympathetic with the present government. We firmly, believe that | a 
a large number of our brethren there will remain faithful. It should be a matter of | E.

ACTION AND THE CHRISTIAN HIGHER 
EDUCATION YEAR APPEAL 


We have continued to try to diligently preomote the causes of the combined appeal 
of Lutheran World Action and Christian Higher Education in our Synod. Upon 
resigning from the office of Stewardship Secretary on August 15, 1950, I continued 
to carry on as director of the combined appeal until March 1, 1951. The pressure 
of the duties of a large parish limited my activity. Here follows ; a partial resume of 
that which was done: 


LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


The Lutheran World Action Sound films and filmstrips were made available to 
anyone desiring to use them. We urged their use. 

We assisted in the distribution of Lutheran World Action printed materials. 

We spent considerable of our time with Dr. Charles Puls and later with Pastor 
McCreary in the editing and preparing of the full color sound film ‘‘Lutherans in the 
Holy Land,’’ as well as the slide lectures. We engaged the audio-visual department 
of the Augustana Lutheran Church to do the necessary professional work. 

We appeared before the Central and Wisconsin Conferences in behalf of Lutheran 
World Action. 

Our final receipts for 1950 Lutheran World Action were $78,508.73 or 106.8% 
of the goal assigned us by the National Lutheran Council. 

The goals were planned to be reduced each year until in 1954 it was hoped that 
LWA would no longer be a special appeal. The present war emergency has caused 
the National Lutheran Council to add $400,000 to the 1951 objective for a ministry 
to the men in the armed services. 

Our goal for 1951 is $77,029.81. If the pledges to the combined appeal are met 
we shall reach our 1951 objective for LWA. 

_ We attended numerous sessions on behalf of LWA including special meetings at the 
convention of the ULCA at Des Moines, 

Several meetings were held with Dr. Paul Empie, executive director of LWA and 
also the Rev. Frank Brown, director of LWA for the ULCA.

_ possible to secure the cooperation of all our congregations. 
The program was put into effect on January 21 and continued through February 15 
with the visiting evangelists. Numerous of our churches have adopted the program 
as a part of their regular parish activity. 

The visiting Evangelists instructed 2,251 lay evangelists from 108 of our congrega- 


tions. 

After these instruction meetings 73 of the churches sent out 2,182 lay evangelists 
who made 5,617 calls and won 2,122 persons to the Church of Christ. 

There are many intangible results: Many of those who were contacted by the lay 
evangelists will becomie members of the church at a later date. The lay folks of our 
church have been shana to a sense of responsibility and have grown in Grace as they 
have sought to win someone to Christ. 

The witness of the visiting evangelist has aided all of us to a new vision of our 
opportunity, etc. 

We feel this has been a fitting way to observe 60 years of blessing. Our regret is that 
not all Pastors could see the wisdom of following the plan. With only 50% of our 
churches following through on this which is the task of the church it would seem 
that there is much work yet to be done. We must convince our lay people and Pastors 
of the need for an on-going program of Parish Evangelism. 

We are grateful for the whole hearted cooperation of so many of our Pastors. We 
are indebted to the Board of Social Missions for their able direction and for the 
Evangelists they brought on our territory. 

We would recommend: 

1. That the Synod instruct the Secretary to send letters of thanks to the ‘Beaed 
of Social Missions and the visiting evangelists. 

2. That the stewardship committee of Synod be urged to promote and offer help 
in the execution cf an on-going parish program of lay evangelism.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ies OF 
| CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


For Carthage College, 1950 was a good year. The Howard J. Slagle bequest, 
amounting to more than $60,000, provided additional funds for rehabilitation and 
expansion of the physical facilities. From the CHEY Campaign, in addition to the 
income which is expected to net approximately $400,000, there accrued a Public 


Relations opportunity which was used to enhance the understanding of Carthage 


College in its territory. 

It was the year in which Dr. Morris Wee was inaugurated as President of Carthage 
College. With him, Dr. Ruth Wick was named Vice President—the first woman vice 
president of a ULCA college. This team demonstrated its effectiveness in ways that 
brought improvement in curriculum and in social and spiritual attitudes. 

Student enrollment at the college decreased about 6 per cént in 1950. Because of 
decreased enrollment and extensive rehabilitation and expansion plans, it was not 
possible to show an operating balance during the last fiscal year. ‘“‘But,’’ as Dr. Wee 
pointed out, ‘‘the response of the church to the Christian Higher Education Year 
appeal and the growing financial support of the college by the Illinois, Northwest, 
Iowa, and Wartburg Synods are ample evidence of the deep concern of the church 
for its college. That there may be room for improvement on the part of Synodical 
support for Carthage is suggested by the following tabulation of support for other 
ULCA colleges. These figures are from the ULC Board of Education.”’

It is my impression that the Synods are loyal and devoted to the college and the 


school must strive constantly to serve the church effectively in order to merit continuing © 


support. 

We have at Carthage College physical property amply qualified to provide for the 
physical needs of a student body of approximately 600 students. We propose to add 
to those physical facilities a mew Chapel-Music Hall (from CHEY funds and 
additional gifts) which will serve more adequately the social and spiritual needs of 
the student body. We have at Carthage College a corps of teachers under the leadership 
of an able president who, together, have demonstrated unmistakably this past year that 


proper emphasis on and demonstration of Christian principles does make an impress 


on a student body. 
Our responsibility is to serve our constituency . . . the Christian men and women, 
boys and girls of the Illinois, lowa, Northwest, and Wartburg Synods to whom we 


belong. Our pastors, laymen and laywomen, in turn, must decide on the basis of an 


evaluation of the future what the maintenance of an aggressive Christian college like 
Carthage means and will continue to mean to the members of the United Lutheran 
Church here in the heartland of America.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS - 
FOR THE MINISTRY ~~ 


The signs are everywhere that there is something of a ‘‘revival’’ of interest in 
religion in America today. The extraordinary sales of religious books, the attendance 


at revival meetings of one kind or another, the increase of religious radio programs, ' 
the current craze for ‘‘popular’’ music with religious affectations—to mention a few 


of such straws in the wind—indicate a growing awareness on the part of the multitudes 
that scientific and material progress are not enough to satisfy the soul of man; that 
there is not only a need but also a demand for the clear and certain sounding of the 
Christian message; that the continuing state of crisis and emergency in the political 
and economic world is making evident to many thinking people that man is unable to 
save himself; that the soul of man without Christ is as a dry and thirsty land where 
no water is. 

There is therefore a great opportunity for our Church in America today. A random 


‘statement from ‘‘Ecclesia Plantanda’’ in the March (1951) issue says: ‘‘From all over 


North America comes the story of such growth in the missions that their temporary 
quarters are over-crowded.’’ Humanistic religions which have tried to remove the last 
shreds of supernaturalism from the faith are waging a losing battle. The Lutheran 
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Church and other denominations which accept the miraculous in the Christian faith 
are surging forward. 

_ Consequently the great need of the Lutheran Church today 1 is for more men preparing 

for the ministry. ‘“The fields are white unto the harvest.’’ There is a need for good 

men, qualified, talented, and energetic, who are moved by the call of the Spirit and 

who ate seen the vision of the Fields. | : 

To answer this need our pastors are and must be the chief instruments in the hand 
of God to bring this call to our youth. Statistics demonstrate that more young men 
and women are led into full-time service by pastors than any other person or persons. 
Unfortunately statistics do nct show how many of our youth might have gone into 
the ministry or diaconate had all of our pastors been alert in giving direct invitation 
to the youth when they have stood at the crossroads waiting for the call. 

The need for young men and women for the work of the Gospel is great not only in 
our own land but in Japan, Africa, South America, and India. There is a place for 
every youth that we send into training. Every pastor ought to do solid, judicious 
recruiting among the well-favored youth of his congregation both by word and 


example. ‘The prayer of the congregation must be intensified: “‘Raise up faithful pastors © 


and missionaries to preach the Gospel in our own land and to all nations.’. . . 

How much effective personal work are we doing here in the Synod of the Northwest to 
lead our youth to prepare for the ministry or the diaconate? Our record for sending young 
women into the diaconate is nothing short of miserable. Out of 90 students in our 
seminary this: year, 38 may be said to come from our Synod, or 42%. We are sending 
from our 136 congregations about 13 students a year into the work of preparation; 
or, each year about 1 in 10 congregations sends a man to the seminary. It is not, 
perhaps, the worst possible record; but it is not the best either. 

It is obvious that there is much to be done. Your committee through its secretary, 
Pastor Lund, is endeavoring to contact all the pre-seminary youth of the synod who 
have the ministry in view in order to keep alive their interest and water the tender 
shoots of their desire to serve the Lord. Your committee is also thinking through the 
production of new literature designed to lead our youth to more serious consideration of 
the calling of the ministry and the diaconate.

The Rev. Berton G. Schaller, Jr., was born in Minneapolis in 1922. He was 
confirmed in Hope Lutheran Church by the Rev. D. E. Engdahl. Later cn the family

be ordained with the Class of 1949 at the meeting of Synod in Resurrection Church, 
Milwaukee. He was installed as pastor at St. Andrew’s shortly after his ordination. 
His ministry was marked by his deep spirituality and by his enthusiasm for the work 
of the Saviour he loved. Among the last of his services at St. Andrew's was the joyful 
ceremony of burning the three mortgages. 

Pastor Schaller died on Wednesday, December 13, 1950, at the age of twenty- -ecight. 
The funeral was conducted December 16, in St. Andrew’s Church, Mahtomedi, by the 
President of Synod, assisted by the Rev. Harold Rasmussen and Dr. A. C. M. Ahlen.

The Rev. Edward Jonathan Wackernagel 


The Rev. Edward Jonathan Wackernagel was born in Mauch Chunk, Pennsylvania, 
on January 12, 1880,-in the parsonage home of his parents, the Rev. and Mrs. William 
Wackernagel. He graduated from Muhlenberg College in 1901 and from the Philadelphia 
Seminary in 1904. He earned his A.B. and M.A. degrees at Muhlenberg. 

He served five pastorates during his forty- six years in the Lutheran Ministry. The 


first was at Christ Church, Elizabethtown, in the Ministerium of Pennsylvania, 1904- 


1912. His second pastorate was at First Lutheran, Toledo, Ohio, 1912-1923. Since 
1923 he has served in the Synod cf the Northwest, with pastorates at St. Paul’s, Red 
Wing, 1923-1927, Reformation, St. Paul, 1927-1932, and Holy Communion, . 
Minneapolis, from 1932 to the time of his death. 

Pastor Wackernagel became ill at the Thanksgiving vad service. He passed away 
a month later, within two weeks of his 71st birthday, on December 29, 1950. His 
long ministry of forty-six years was marked by his deep consecration, his kindliness 
to all, his zeal and devotion to the cause which he served, and his great love for his 
Saviour. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Amelia Urbach Wackernagel; a son, Edward C. 
Wackernagel of New York; a daughter, Mrs. Curtis King of Minneapolis; and a 


-brother, the Rev. Frederick W. Wackernagel of Zion Church, Lancaster, Pennsylvania.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE 
ULCA CONVENTION 


_ The 17th biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church in America was held 
in Des Moines, Iowa, October 4-12, 1950. At this conventicn the Synod of the 
Northwest was represented by its full complement of delegates, twenty-four in number. 

Of these, the Rev. John Shannon was alternate delegate for the Rev. George B. McCreary 
who was unable to attend. The delegation was faithful and constant in attendance 
and attention at all of the sessions. In addition to the delegates Synod was represented 
before the convention in several capacities by Prof. Wm. H. Cooper, the Rev. Paul 
Obenauf, the Rev. Paul L. Wetzler. | | | 

The sessions were distinguished by the very able and cordial direction of President 
Franklin C. Fry. His re-election to this high office was the occasion for a spontaneous 
Outburst of applause and appreciation. Dr. Reinartz was re-elected secretary; and Dr. 
Beisler was re-elected treasurer. | 

Impressive, too, was the demonstrated unity of the Church. Neither sectionalism 
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nor parochialism was apparent. Rather the contrary, as was evident from the decisive 
vote 4 take the next convention to Seattle which is far from the area of numerical 
strengt 

The most decisive actions of the convention were a) The approval of the report 
of the Joint Commission on the Liturgy and the Joint Commission on the Hymnal. 
Prepared cocperatively by several bodies of the National Lutheran Council, and directed 
largely by the Rev. Luther D. Reed, chairman of the Common Service Book Committee, 
the revised Liturgy and Hymnal presents the prospect “of our Lutheran Church in 
America having a Common Service. Book and Hymna! ior the first time in 200 years.’ 

‘The watch-words of the committee have been duraliiiiy and quality. This hymnal 
promises a service book and hymnal which is pan-!utherin, indicates ecumenical aware- 
ness and has a contemporary American flavor. Of the Liturgy it is stated that in its 
genus it is Christian, in its species it is Lutheran and in its variety it is American.” 
1954 is the date for the first appearance of the book. 

b) The decision to seek membership in the NCCCUSA. Preparation for this vote 
was ample. Ihe President's report had a lengthy and searching analysis of the principles 
and procedures which should guide the new movement. The proposed constitution of 
_the NCCCUSA was included in the pre-print. Plenty of time was afforded for debate. 
A rising vote was requested and granted. The minutes state simply, ‘“The motion was 
adopted by an almost unanimous vote.’’ The vote having been taken the President ‘‘gave 
the convention his promise that the officers would be diligent to preserve the principles 
for which the Church has thus far stood.’’ 

c) The adoption of the Family Protection Plan. The Board of Pensions and Relief 
recommended this plan as a supplement to the Contributory Pensicn Plan. The Family 
Protection Plan makes available to members of the Contributory Pension Plan a 
maximum of $3,000 in case of death. Having met the requirements established by the 
Church the plan went into effect on January 1, 1951. 

Disappointing to the delegates was the necessity of voting on mergers among Lutherans 
after other Lutheran bodies had voted negatively. The United Lutheran Church, never- 
theless, stood by its proposal first activated in Savannah, Georgia, in 1934, namely 
that it is ready to negotiate and participate in such mergers as occasion may arise. 
‘The report on the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal was received with deep 
elation and humble joy. The ULCA goal of $6,000,000 had been exceeded in sub- 
scriptions. Colleges and seminaries would soon receive first payments. 1951 would prove 
the faithfulness of the Church by turning subscriptions into cash payments. | 

Contrary to previous experience the 1952 and 1953 budgets calling for increased 
amounts were passed without quailing or even questioning. 

Every delegate carries away his own impressions of a convention. Memorable mo- 
ments to this reporter were The Service and Holy Communion with which the 
- convention opened ; the dramatic display by Michelfelder of the Lutheran World Federa- 
tion Flag with its mighty implications of progress and strength; the service of Sunday 
devoted to Christian Higher Education, with the chcirs of Carthage College and Midland 
College, and of St. John’s Church, Des Moines on the platform; and a whole host of 
Seminarians occupying the center section of the hall; the commissioning service which 
brought Lutherans cf many colors and wearing native costumes together to welcome 
the devout young —— who were accepting the Call of the Lord to preach the 
| Gospel i in all the world. 3

Church, for our Synod has been an example and an inspiration in its founding of 
missions, and has given new meaning and emphasis to Christian stewardship. 

The Society deems it an honor to be an auxiliary of this progressive Synod, and 
joins with it in saying ““ITo God the Glory.’ 


Triennial Emphasis 


The Society is nearing the clcse of its second year’s Triennial Emphasis on Worship— 


Membership—Stewardship. 
: W orship—First emphasis is placed on enriching and deepening the spiritual life 
of its members, in order that they may become better and more effective Christians. 
To this end they are encouraged to set aside a period each day for devotional reading, 
meditation and prayer. 

Membership—lIn line with the Evangelism Program of Synod is the Society’s em- 
phasis on increasing its membership. It seeks to enlist the interest of all women of 


our congregations and asks that they contribute their talents to promote the world-— 


wide program of missicns. 

In March and April of the past two years the members have called on their respec- 
tive congregation's women, inviting them to a special Visitors’ Day program in April. 

Our membership report of June, 1950, showed a 27 per cent increase, a total of 
_ 5,253, which is a gain of 1,106 members. Of course, the new method of reporting 
accounts for a large share, but 610 were reported as new members. _~ 

Our synodical goal for the current year ending in June is 6,000 members. 


Our society ranks seventh among the 31 synodical societies of the W.M.S., as our 


Synod ranks seventh among the synods of the U.L.C.A. 


Stewardship—Free-will giving which replaced the dues of former years, showed an 


increase of almost $1,000. Total receipts for the year (1949-50) were $34,868.02. 
Figures for the Ist three quarters of this year (1950-51) show an increase over the 
same period of last year. 

A full report for the year ending June 30, 1951, will be sent the cei of 
Synod by the synodical statistical secretary and the treasurer 


Because of our primary purpcse, most of the money of the Women’ s Missionary 


Society goes to the Board of Foreign Missicns and the Board of Home Missions. 

_ Approximately one third of the Foreign Mission Board's budget is contributed by 
the W.M.S. 

_ In our Synod 5 mission congregations are at present receiving aid from the W.M:S. 
through the Board of American Missions, and $6,000 is contributed to the annual 


budget of Rocky Boy.
